WH,Us prepared to transfer funds to the Office of Communications to pay for the 
personnel who would be working on their project they have not included ceiling posi- 
tions. ^^^^^^■estimated that fifty-three ceiling positions would be required. 

In addition, he anticipated a request from Staff D for close COMM^upport to the 
project which would require thirty -nine positions. I asked^^^^^^^Hto draft a 
brief memorandum to the Deputy Director (Plans) pointing out to him that we would 
recommend the personnel ceiling of the Office of Communications to be whatever 
strengtiynecessary so long as they furnished the funds and that in considering the 
total cost of the project these positions in his personnel ceiling be included. (On 
28 July Dick Bis sell telephoned and was somewhat puzzled about this memorandum. 

I explained to him that I was not asking for ceiling positions from him and that I 
would piMgzTo increase the ceiling of the Office of Communications by this amount. 

I also explained that I wanted to make sure he understood when we were talking about 
the total WH/Heffort that it would include all the positions whether in DD/P, the Of-
